MORE APPREHENSIONS FOR TREASON. 

Yelterday morning about one o’clock, a Magittrate 
from Bow-{treet, with a party of officers, went to a 
public-houfe in Compton-{treet, Clerkenwell, and feiz- 
ed fixteen perfons, by virtue of a warrant from the Se- 
retary of State’s office. ‘The priloners were conveyed 
in fix coaches to Clerkenwell feilions-houfe, where they 
underwent an examination, and from whence two of 
them made their efcape ; the others were fent to the 
different prifons. 

We underitand that the following are the names of 
fome of the prifoners :—Neagle, Nelfon, Evans, Webb, 
&e. 

Mr Benjamin Binns was alfo arrefted yefterday 
morning by Fugion and Revett, two of the Bow-ftreet 
officers. He was taken out of bed, in Mr Evang’s 
houfe, Plough Court, where he lodged ; and yefterday 
was brought up to the Duke of Portland’s office, and 
committed to Clerkenwell prifon. 

Laft night, about eleven o’clock, a ftrong party of 
Bow-ftreet officers proceeded: to a large old building, 
generally known by the name of Craven Houfe, in the 
paffage leading out of Newcaftle-ftreet, Strand, into 
Craven buildings, where ‘fixteen members of the Lon- 
don Correfponding Society, viz. the General Commit- 
tee, confifting of delegates fent from the various divi- 
fions, were found fitting with a box, books, papers, &c. 
and feveral defks, and ip the act of tranfacting bufinefs. 
—Eight of them were firft conveyed to Carpmeal’s in 
Bow-ftreet, while the other eight remained under 
guard: The fecond eight were afterwards taken away, 
and all of them lodged in fecure cuftody. The box, 
with the papers and books, tied on the outfide of it, 
was taken away by the King’s meffenger. We expect 
the prifoners will this day be examined by the Privy 
Council. 

There is another Committee of fix perfons, called 

the Executive, for which the above perfons have been 
miftaken; but the fermer, we are told, are ftill at 
large. 
What is the particular nature of the charge made a- 
gainft them has not: yet tranfpired. It is reported, 
however, that they are accufed of purfuing the fame line 
of treafonable conduct with which the perfons at Man- 
chefter are charged. ‘ 

We have authority to aflure the public, that the four- 
teen perfons apprehended in Compton-ftrect, Clerken- 
well, on Wedaefday night, did not belong to the Lon- 
don Correfponding Society, as fome of the papers have 
afferted, but to another affociation, known by the name 
of United Englifhmen, of which Mr Evans, of Plough- 
court, is faid to be amember. A part of the money 
fubfcribed by this body is faid to go to the. purchafe of

ARMS. 

Yeiterday, Fugion, Revert, &c. belonging to Bow 
Street office, went into Plumb Tree Street, St Giles’s, 
where they apprehended Daniel Mouchette, a French 
emigrant, under a warrant of the Duke of Portland. 
On fearching his apartments on the fecond Aoor, they 
found concealed in his bed-chamber upwards of 500 
fwords in iron cafes, fimilar to thofe ufed by our light 
dragoons, and a large cafe containing a great number of 
{mall dirks. 

The prifoner being afked to give an account how he 
canie poifeffed of them, faid, that they were made by 
a relation of his wife, who isa manufacturer at _Bir- 
mingham, and who has a contract with the Ordnance 
Office for fupplying them with. thofe articles, and that 
part of thofe found were returned goods. He was then 
afked how he at refent exifted ? When he fated, that 
about four years ago he kept a watch-maker’s and jewel- 
ler’s thop in Greek-ftreet, Soho, at which place he fail- 
ed, and that he at prefent lives by the fame trade—He 
was committed for further examination. 





Wednefday, Captain Durham of the Anfon. frigate, 
on his return from a cruize, was intorduced to the King. 

Wednefday, Lord Dundas was at the levee for the 
firft time this feafon. 

Yefterday, Mr Pitt fent a letter to the Bank, ftating 
that he fhould be ready this morning to receive any pro- 
pofals for the enfuing loan. 

According to an order, recently iffued from the War- 
Office, all foldiers confined for felony are to receive 
their full pay until they are convicted of the crime. 

It deferves to be known, though only in general 
terms, that, in the correfpondence difcovered at Man- 
chelter, it appears to have been part of their plan to fet 
fire to London. In one of the letters found, certain 
perfons, Members of the Correfponding Societies, com- 
plain that they have no arms; and that for want of them 
they cannot act with any confiderable effet.- In an- 
{wer to this application, they are told by their brethren 
. Manchefter, “ The beft arms you can employ, is 
ire. 

The Hamburgh mail, which became due on Wed- 
nefday laft, arrived laft night. By the packet which 
brought it over, we have the fatisfaction to learn, that 
his Majelty’s thip La Lutine, and her convoy, confift- 
ing of 47 fail, had arrived at Elfineur. 

The laft intelligence from Raftadt is dated on the 
6th inftant. It appears that the deputation of the Em- 
pire have, after long debates, affented to the principle 
of fecularization. They accompany their note to the 
French Plenipotentiaries, in which they affent to this 
principle, with a requeft that the French would give a 
precife anfwer to fome of their former propofitions, and 
would withdraw their troops from the right bank of the 
Rhine. 

Letters from Bafle, of the 4th inftant, flate, that 
Schaffhaufen had at length declared for the new contti- 
tution. 

The Vienna article is dated on the 31ft ult. and con- 
tradiéts the account of the demand made on the Court 
of Naples, and the confequences of thofe demands. It 
adds, that the reports of the commetions in Sicily and 
Naples were greatly exaggerated. 

Baron Berlepfch, who was fome time fince difmiffed 
from the office of Chief Juftice of Hanover, by order 
of his Britannic Majefty, is faid to have fent a memos 
rial to the Congrefs at Raftadt ; in which he prays that 
the Electorate of Hanover may be protected againft the 
influence of the Englith Cabinet, and that the victims 
of political opinions, may be reftored to their feyeral 
{tations. 


UTICAL INTELL TENCE. 

Vhurfday arrived a mail from Jamaic2, brought to 
Falmouth by the Prince of Wales Packet in thirty-five 
days, from Cape Nicola Mole. 

"The Princefs of Wales Packet, from Jamaica, laft 
from Cape Nicola Mole, left the Boyd Packet, which 
was very leaky, but fuppofed fhe would be ready to fail 
three weeks after them. She has brought over three 
paflengers, among whom are Colonel Gower, who has 
difpatches for Government 5 It 1s faid he brings very 
unpleafant news from St Domingo. 

The intelligence from Jamaica, by the packet, 1s of 
the moft favourable nature. All was tranquil in that 
ifland, and there was every profpect of an excellent crop. 
But the beft piece of intelligence is, that the Acaito 
man of war, with the fleet under her convoy, from 
London, &c. is artived fafely at Jamaica. Three pa- 
ges of Lloyd’s books were yellerday filled with arrivals 
at Jamaica, a circumftance mot agreeable to our mer- 
chants and underwriters. 

There were fix men belonging to his Majelty’s fri- 
gate Hermoine, (the crew of which had mutinied, and 
carried her to the Havannah, after having mutdered 
all their officers) on their trial at Cape Nichola Mole, 
when the packet failed. 

Oar letters from St Domingo, dated Feb. 28. ftate, 
that a large party of Britifh officers, whoa few days 
before had dined together on fome public feftival, had 
been poifoned by eating of a large fish that had been 
taken off that ifland ; and that the ‘lives of feveral of 
them were defpaired of when the accounts came away. 

Three Spanith thips of war, whofe crews amount to 
2000 men, and which have been for two years patt in 
the port of Triefle, are preparing to leave, it.

So rich was the regifter-fhip taken by the Egmont 
and St.George, that a mafter’s mate belonging to the 
latter received 3501. as his fhare of the prize.

The fociety has moit carneftly 
requetted all Republican chefs players not to ufe any o- 
ther names. 


The Earl of Moira has lately entered as a volunteer 
in the Leicefter Volunteer Cavalry, in which he rides 
a private.

ing part of the Supplementary Militia which had not 
yet been taken into the fervice. 

That His Mayesty found it proper to make full ufe 
of the powers with which he was invelted by law, in 
order to defeat the defigns of the enemy ; and he truft. 
ed, that his faithful Commons will take into their con- 
fideration, fuch further means a3 will enable His Ma- 
yETY to puard againft the wicked machinations of ene- 


mies, both abroad and at home.

On Wednefday laft, a travelling Quack Do&or was 
taken into cuftody by fome of the foldiers at Durham, 
ona charge of having read a feditious fong in a public 
houfe.

Died at New-London, Conneéticut, Mr John

and were lately renewed by a dark head of hair ; a new 
fet of teeth had made their appearance; and a few 
hours previous to his death, he ate three pounds of pork, 
two or three pounds of bread, and drank neatly a pint 
of wine. 

On Saturday laft, Andrew Burns, aged 25, and John 
Hill, alias Patrick Farrell, only 19 years old, fuffered 
death upon the New Drop, in the front of the county 
gaol at Stafford, for robbing Mr William Duey on the 
highway, near Newcaftle-under-Lyme, and cruelly beat- 
ing him until he expired. ‘Their fafferings were unhap- 
pily protracted by the falling of the {caftolding, which 
had been ereéted at the place of execution; the unfor- 
tunate culprits were both much bruifed; one of them 
fainted, and it was a confiderable time before he was 
fufficiently recovered to undergo the fentence of the law. 
The youth of the unhappy faterers, and their extreme 
ignorance, might have been fome incentive to mercy, 
had not their offence been aggravated by the worft of 
crimes, ingratitude and cruelty. . 

Narrow Escare.—The day before the fall of 
Robefpierre, as the driver of the covered cart was ta- 
king off his la{t load, the goaler infifted he had nor, his 
complement, and that he fhould take another victim, who 
ftood ready in the wicket. The driver remonttrated, 
infifting that he had as many as he could carry. After 
fome difpute he prevailed ; and it was agreed that the 

rifoner fhould be put back, and be the firft of the next 
tch. He was faved by Robefpierre taking his place ’ 
in the cart the following day ; and he now keeps a re- 
putable fhop near the Pont Neuf in Paris.

AVARICE. 

A few days ago died at his houfe at Kentifh Town, 
John Little, Efq. aged 84. Some days before, his 
phyfician perfuaded him to take a little wine, as abfo- 
lutely neceflary to recruit his decayed {trength, occafion- 
ed by his living fo very low; but fearful of being rob- 
bed, fhould he truft his fervants with the key of the cel- 
lar, he ebliged them to carry him down fairs to get a 
fingle bottle, when the fudden tranfition from a warm 
bed to a damp cellar brought on an apoplectic fit, which 
caufed his death.

breeches, and other articles of wearing apparel out of 
number, though in fo decayed a. {tate that they -avere 
purchafed by a Jew for the {mall fum of half a guinea. 
In the coach-houfe they difcovered, fecreted in different 
parts of the building, 180 wigs, which had-been be- 
queathed to him by different relatives, and on which he

POTATOES. ; 
The follow og obfe: vations re{pecting the curl in peta 
toes, we extract from the Scotch Forcing and 

Kitchen Gardener,a work jatt publithed by W.Nicol. 

Much ‘has been faid refpecting cutting of potatoes for 
feed, fome recommending planting them whole, and o- 
thers cutting them into fingle-cyed fets ; fome cutting 
them two or three weeks before planting, and others 
planting as they are cut. My method is this: Cut the large 
ones into four, the middle fized into two ; and the finall, 
plant whole ; plant within forty-eight hours of cutting, 
and not fooner than twenty-four ; Whereby the fets are 
Of a moderate fize and ftrength, nor is there any walte ; 
are fufficiently dried to refift corruption, and not too 
much to prevent inftant vegetation. = 

The method of planting the fhoots is ju‘lly exploded. 
Thave, for.one, given it fair and ircquent trials, and 
am convinced it is of no utility. 2 

The curl isa difeate which has given the cultivators 
‘of this plant much trouble, nor has there, as yet, been 
any effectual remedy difcovered. % 

It would feem to be occafioned, either, 1/7, by an 
infect d in the eve of the fet, fince frequently we 
find clean and infected ftems iffuing from the fame root, 
and which continue diftinélly fo throughout. 2d/y, By 
being planted in too heavy or wet land. 3dly, By be- 
ing planted in too poor and hungry land. 4th, By the 
fame land having been too frequently and too recently 
cr with potatoes. And /gfly, as is the molt ge- 
neral opinion, for want of changing the feed. 

At any rate, it isa malady which every one ought 
to endeavour to remedy, What follows are given as 
hints with that intent, and which, as !: hoped, the can- 
did will apply, or improve, as they may feem to merit. 

In refpe&t of the firft opinion, whether it be really an 
infeét, or whether it be not rather in confequence of the 
fet being, by fome unknown caufe, difeafed, merits in- 
ication. That it is an infect, I cannot bring myfelf 
to think. But that it may proceed from difeafe in the 
fet or root, feems to carry reafon along with it. What 
might occafion this. difeafe, may either proceed from 
the {eed being injured by froft, damp, mould, or being 
over dried ; and it is well underftood, that, from no 
difeafed feed, fhoots or fpawn, need we ever expect to 
raife plants as healthy, or that fhall ever become fo, as 
tron clean, freth, and well matured feed, &c. 

In refpect of the Second and third opinions, as in 
fa& they embrace the fame thing, fince they imply, that 
neither of the fituations are congenial to the nature and 
inclintion of the plant in queftion, I have juft to fay, 
that if a plant fhall be {tinted in growth, from any caufe 
whatever, difeafe will inevitably follow. On annuals 
of a quick growth, fuch as the plant in queftion, this is 
fooner perceptible than on others. ; 

In refpeét of the fourth opinion, which certainly car- 
ries with it a ftrong prefumption of the cafe, if we admit 
that there is propriety in changing crops, and that all 
culinary plants, which are not natives, degenerate lefs 
or inore, if continued in the fame ioil fucceflively, we 
may reafonably fappofe it probably proceeds hence ; 
and yet it hath” beem)ptoved, in fome inftances, that 
this is nét the cafe, by potatoes being continued for 
many fucceflive feafons on the fame fpot, without any 
a nce of the cur/, although they degenerated in 
fize and fhape. 

In refpect of the laft and moft prevalent opinion, viz. 
for want of changing the feed, by which is to be under- 
ftood, from one farm, &c. to another, or from one 
country or diftri@ to another, much might be faid on 
both fides of the queftion. But I mult beg to fay, that 
it by-no means carries conviction to me, that this is the 
caufe, or indeed, that it can poflibly operate in the 
{malleft degree towards it. On the contrary, the cur/ 
has frequently been brought to places where it was ne- 
ver known before, by this miftaken notion. And this 
may not be wondered at, if we admit that the difeafe 
remains in the root, and is contagious. 

But, may not the feed be as effectually changed on 
the fame farm, or garden, if of any confiderable extent, 
as by being carried from one parifh or county tg another? 
Are potatoes improvable, like wine, by being fea-borne 
or land-borne, without being afterwards planted in foil, 
different from that in which they laft grew? Certainly, 
And fhall he who has his feed brought from land, 

non-defcript, and which he never faw, be certain of 
planting again in that which is effentially different io 
quality ? May it not, as probably happen, that, per 
chance, he fhall plant in land exactly fimilar to that in 
which his feed was produced? 

I therefore hold, that he who fhall be at all due pains 
in faving wholefome feed, by divefting the crop intend- 
ed for this purpofe, of all infected plants, fo foon as they 
a Pa ; fecures it from froft, damp, or much drought, 
ull planted ; plants no weak, or infignificant fets ; plants 
on frefh, well broke, moderately enriched land, of a 
middling texture, rather light than otherwife ; allows a 
fufficiency of room; and keeps clear of weeds; bids
